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Lattus 


Pre-Trial Conference set for 
December 5 in Lattus case 

After being re-indicted for murder and burglary in 
the first degree on Thursday, Nov. 8, Thomas “Tommy” 
Lattus, 30, was back in court last week. Lattus was 
arraigned on Tuesday, Nov. 13. 

The next day, Nov. 14, a competency hearing was 
held, lasting approximately 30 minutes, with Dr. 

Susan Baught, Ph.D. testifying. 
Following Dr. B aught’s 
testimony, Lattus was declared 
competent to stand trial. 

His pre-trial conference has 
been set for Wednesday, Dec. 
5 at 10 a.m. Lattus is still being 
held on a $1 million dollar 
bond.

Sutton Road still in disarray 

Fiscal Court could sue 
Army Corps of Engineers

After one correction was made, all four members 
of the Fulton County Fiscal Court voted to enter into 
an inter-local agreement with the cities of Fulton 
and Hickman for countywide dispatch. The county 
began providing services to the City of Fulton at the 
end of October. After commissioners from the City 
of Hickman voted on Wednesday, Nov. 8 to join the 
county, plans were made to include them in the near 
future. It could be as soon as November 1 when the 
county will dispatch for Hickman or no later than 
December 17. 

Other items approved by Magistrates James Black, 
Henry Callison, George Jones and Billy “Bubba” 
Nelms on Tuesday, Nov. 13 include an amendment to 
Fulton County Weapons Ordinance from 1993 and the 
repeal of sections 1 and 3 of Fulton County Ordinance 
2001-02, Court Facilities Fees. 

Judy Milner and Kenney Etherton, representing 
the Fulton County Senior Citizens, discussed the 
procurement of a new van for the centers in both 
Hickman and Fulton. Etherton, director of the Fulton 
County Transit, which operates the van for the centers, 
informed the Court that funds for the van were needed 
up front. The total cost of the van is $41,854 and the 
court will pay the amount, less the 10% match, and 
would be reimbursed once the grant passes through the 
agency, which is typically 30 to 60 days. 

“We are being proactive on our side trying to prevent 
this issue from arising again,” stated Magistrate Nelms. 
Nelms was addressing the need for the Fulton County 
Detention Center (FCDC) to purchase a grinder, to 
be installed on Detention Center property, to prevent 
items such as sheets, towels, etc. from burning out 
pumps at the City of Hickman’s pump station. Fulton 
County Jailer informed the Court that the purchase 
order was issued Tuesday morning and they would all 
work together to get it installed as soon as possible. 

Sutton Road, which sustained extensive damage 
during the Flood of 2011 when the Army Corps of 
Engineers trucked in heavy loads of rock to the Levee

You magazine and Eacebook,” 
she continued. “I also registered 
with Cellfire.com, you use it 
with your Kroger card. Once 
you register, you will receive 
coupons automatically on 
your smart phone, which are 
downloaded to your Kroger 
card.” 

Kroger is her favorite place 
to shop. One reason is because 
they double coupons and have 
great deals with their loyalty 
card. Reynolds also shops at 
Walgreens and CVS Pharmacy 
occasionally. 

Reynolds explained why 
“stacking” is beneficial and how 
important it is to watch when 
items are on sale. “You want 
to use your coupon when the 
item is on sale to increase your 
savings,” she said. 

“Signing up for loyalty or 
reward cards are other ways to 
take full advantages of saving 
money.” Blinklies, catalinas, 
and peeling coupons off of 
items are other ways to stretch 
your dollar. 

“Review your coupons 
carefully,” she said. “Sometimes 
the picture on the coupon is not 


the item the coupon is for.” 

Organization is key. “Eind 
what works for you,” she said. 
“I use a big three ring binder 
now, but I started with a one- 
inch binder.” She has page 
protectors for her cover pages 
and found baseball card holders 
best for storing the coupons. 

When she shops, she doesn’t 
just go down a few aisles. “I 
walk up and down every aisle,” 
she said. “I look for clearance 
items and manager specials.” 

“Remember, it is NOT about 
hoarding,” she said. “It’s about 
saving for your family and then 
about giving.” 

Reynolds helps others when 
ever she can. “I might not be 
able to give them a $50 check,” 
she said. “But I can give them 
some groceries that are worth 
more than $50.” 

Eor the Reynolds family 
“extreme stockpiling” equals 
“extreme giving.”

“If we learn something one 
day and can carry it over to 
the next day it is positive,” he 
said. “I am here to teach them 
and help them learn the game 
of basketball. When we go into 
our games they will be easier 
and more competitive. This will 
help the girls enjoy themselves, 
win or lose.” 

“I see determination in the 
girls,” he noted. “Our goal is 
to win more games this season 
than we did last year.” 

Smith would also like to see 
the Lady Pilots take the district 
and make it to the regional tour¬ 
nament. “I would like to send my 
only senior off in a good way,” 
he commented. “She has never 
been to the regional tournament. 
It would be a good way for her 
to end her career at FCHS.” 

Smith looks for Carlisle 


County to be the dominate play¬ 
er in the First District. “I think it 
is a toss up after that,” he said, 
“for the second, third and fourth 
place spots.” 

Working in the Lady Pilots 
favor is the district tournament 
will be hosted by Fulton County 
this year. “We will host the tour¬ 
nament and it will give us an¬ 
other home game,” said Smith. 

The Lady Pilots play 19 
games this season with their 
first game on the road at Lone 
Oak on November 29. 

When practices began back on 
October 15, Smith also worked 
on man-to-man and zone of¬ 
fenses. “We are pushing one an¬ 
other,” stated Smith after a Sun¬ 
day evening practice. “The kids 
I have this year, they are hungry. 
They want to learn. Every day 
they ask me something new.” 

“As I look at it, I have 11 bod¬ 
ies that believe in each other,” 
he said. “They will fight for one 
another and that is all I can ask 
for. Eleven bodies - one heart 
beat.” 

Smith was the assistant coach 
last season for the Lady Pilots 
and the two years prior to that 
he was an assistant on the Pilots 
high school team. He also has 
several years experience as the 
head coach of the boys and girls 
middle school teams. At each 
level. Smith has been successful 
in bringing out the best in his 
players. 

Smith’s assistant coach is 
Alisha Wilson. Other players 
returning include Justus Wilson, 
TeShawna Allen and Dixie Ma¬ 
jor. New to the squad this year, 
not already noted, include Carly 
McNeill, Le’Dajia Smith, and 
Elizabeth Shields.

“For this year’s team to be 
good, we must get everybody 
involved and spread out the 
scoring,” stated Pilots Head 
Basketball Coach Andrew Clin¬ 
ton.

Returning players Smith, 
Pierce, Roberson, and Johnson 
all played major minutes last 
year and should do the same 
this season. “Wilson, who has 
missed practice with a leg injury 
and Matheny should also give us 
added depth,” he said. “There is 
also a strong group of freshman 
that are working their way into 
playing time at each practice.” 

“As a team we have really 


improved on our ball-handling 
and outside shooting,” added 
Clinton. “I hope that by the end 
of the season we are playing 
strong team defense, shooting 
well, and getting strong contri¬ 
butions from everybody on the 
offensive end.”
